NEWMARKET’S market 
looks set to make a return 
to the High Street in a move 
from its current location be¬ 
hind the Guineas. 

It is expected that the mar¬ 
ket will be at its new site be¬ 
tween the Clock Tower and 
the Rutland Arms by early 
April 2018. 

Around 40 parking spaces 
will also be freed up follow¬ 
ing the move. 

Councillor David 

Bowman, Forest Heath 
cabinet member for 
operations said: “For the 
past three years we have 
been working with traders, 
their industry association 
and retail partners to reverse 
the continuing decline in 
Newmarket Market. 

“After exploring all 
options, we have confirmed 
that the preferred way 
forward is to move onto 
the High Street. It is a very 
different environment from 
the current car park location 
and will require a new format 
and new operating practices, 
and we have just started 
discussions with traders to 
understand the impact of 
the proposed new terms and 
conditions. 

“We propose to run a six- 
month pilot before review¬ 
ing the change with all our 
partners.”

The format of the market 
will be three-metre square 
gazebos provided by the 
council and held by the trad¬ 
ers, facing towards the shops 
and printed with ‘Newmar¬ 
ket Market’ branding. 

There will be space for 15 
stalls at the new market, as 
opposed to seven on Tues¬ 
days and 10 on Sundays at 
the current site. 

The new location for the 
market is planned to be be¬ 
tween the Clock Tower and 
the Rutland Arms Picture:

Councillor Lance 

Stanbury, Forest Heath 
cabinet member for 
planning and growth said: 
“Along with our Newmarket 
Vision partners, we believe 
that a thriving market 
benefits the town. This move 
has been developed with the 
traders and has the support 
of High Street partners. It will 
also help ease the pressure 
on car parking capacity by 
freeing up 40 spaces." 

Fuller details of the plans 
will be made available on the 
High Street and on the mar¬ 
ket later in the year. 

Newmarket market is one 
of the country’s oldest, with 


its first charter dating back 
to the early 13th century. 

Traders had expressed 
concerns that the market¬ 
place would be non-existent 
in the next five years. 

Len Ricks, 80, who has 
been selling chicken eggs on 
the market for 50 years, told 
the News it will only survive 
if it moves onto the High 
Street. 

Mr Ricks, who works with 
his partner Lyn, told the said: 
“We used to have 40 stalls in 
the market, but now we’ve 
only got around eight. 

“We would really like to 
go on the High Street for 
the footfall. We were told 
by a councillor once that if 
we built this market up to a 
good size they would let us 
go onto the High Street, but 
that’s like going to A&E with 
a broken leg and they say 
come back when it’s better 
and we’ll put a plaster on.” 

The town’s market place 
used to be in the High Street, 
but was moved onto Market 
Square in 1974 because of 
“dangerous” traffic flow. 

However, even though 
there are wider pavement 
areas for stalls on the High 
Street, Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil were wary that reloca¬ 
tion could obstruct the road, 
which is an official A14 di¬ 
version route.

The need for 
IVF treatment 

PHILIP Hodson seems to have 
muddled the debate around IVF 
funding and population without 
actually having spoken to anyone 
who is involuntary childless (August 
9) . 

The connection between 
overpopulation and IVF is flimsy 
at best. Overpopulation is an issue 
with families across the world, as 
is adequate birth control. National 
Institute for Health and Care 
Excellence (NICE) guidelines are 
given to clinical commissioning 
groups (CCGs) based on the available 
funding. In January, Steve McCabe 
MP for Selly Oak requested a debate 
having been made aware of CCGs 
making up criteria that wasn't set 
in the NICE guidelines, such as 
penalising a childless partner because 
the other partner had child by 
another relationship. 

Compared to campaigns and 
solutions offered to self-inflicted 
illnesses, IVF is low cost and it's 
worth noting that World Health 
Organisation (WHO) terms infertility 
as a disease. I would like to put the 
treatment of infertility into context: 

Patients require holistic and easily 
accessible reproductive medicine 
services that offer more than just 
IVF (eg ovulation induction, surgery 
for endometriosis) plus a range of 
assisted conception treatments, IVF or 
ICSI are not always appropriate. 

IVF is cost-effective with significant 
benefits to society from children 
conceived. There is clear evidence 
that the economic gain from children 
conceived by IVF far outweighs the 
cost of any treatment. The pain and 
heartache experienced by childless 
couples causes major psychological 
morbidity that has far-reaching 
consequences both for the couples 
themselves and their families and 
friends. 

Many patients will not require 
three full stimulated cycles and could 
conceive sooner and at the very least 
will have solutions to serious, painful 
conditions. Improved funding will 
result in fewer going overseas for 
unregulated treatments which can 
place additional financial burden on 
the NHS. 

There is also a person behind the 
statistics. My husband and I began 
our investigations some 15 years 
ago. The doctor concluded that we 
needed ICSI. 

Except Cambridgeshire Primary 
Care Trust didn't offer it at the time. 

To be told this is devastating. Can 
Mr Hodson and fellow naysayers 
have some empathy with being 
told of a solution to a major health 
problem and then told that it isn't not 
available? How that might affect a 
person? Infertility has no boundaries, 
Mr Hodson. 

It is very easy to sit at a keyboard, 
content with naturally conceived 
children or having chosen a childfree 
life, and assume that IVF is a luxury or 
that we didn't try hard enough. 

My mental health has suffered so 
much and continues to be challenged 
each day. To read ignorant comments 
makes me despair over the sheer 
idiocy that surrounds a subject that 
needs to be talked about. 

IVF is the single most traumatic 
thing I have been through but it was 


the only choice we had. Six cycles 
did not give us a child and we are 
adjusting to life without children 
and finding our place in society that 
seems so hopelessly judgemental. 

I urge anyone feeling strong 
enough to reach out and contact their 
MP and the Fertility Network UK who 
are campaigning too. It takes courage 
but it can make a difference.

Impact of bus 
service cuts 

I AM surprised that there has 
been so little reaction so far to the 
announcement by Whippet that 
they are withdrawing most of their 
subsidised rural bus services in the 
Cambridge area. 

This will be devastating to those 
elderly and disabled, as I am, 
who rely on rural buses to get to 
surgeries, shops and other necessary 
destinations. We should not just 
lie down and accept our fate, but 
encourage the county council to 
look for others sources of funding. 

We have an excellent volunteer 
car service that serves Swavesey, 

Over, Longstanton and Willingham, 
and which is part-subsidised by the 
council. 

How long before that subsidy is 
also under threat? 

Two sources of funding come to 
mind immediately. 

First, there is no point in having a 
free pensioners' bus pass if there are 
no buses to use it on. I am sure that 
most elderly people would prefer to 
pay, say, half fare for their pass. How 
much would this save? 

Second, As a disabled person I 
have a free blue parking permit. 

This is very useful because it enables 
drivers to park close to where I need 
to get to. However, there is no logical 
reason for my parking to be free. I 
notice that some other councils, such 
as Norfolk and Devon, have sufficient 
disabled bays but still charge for 


disabled parking. Do we know how 
much such a change would save?

WILDLIFE CRIME 


Violence and damage from 
hare coursing is increasing

THE war between hare coursers and farmers 
in the Cambridge area is intensifying with 
violence erupting and damage to crops - and 
the season is yet to get fully under way. 

The season starts to kick in at the end of 
the month, and police describe the crime as 
one of the biggest to impact on rural Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

In one of the latest incidents, police are in¬ 
vestigating a report of criminal damage to a 
tractor - which may have been caused by a 
catapult - on farm land off Potton Road, Hil¬ 
ton, at around 9.20pm on Saturday. 

A police spokesman said: “The driver of 
the tractor was alerted to a report of possible 
hare coursers driving across fields in a four- 
by-four vehicle while returning the tractor to 
the farm, and caught sight of a purple or blue 
off-road car coming towards him. 

“After some manoeuvring of the two vehi¬ 
cles, the car came up behind the tractor and 
the driver is believed to have used an imple¬ 
ment, possibly a catapult, to shatter the win¬ 
dow in the back of the tractor cab. The car 
then drove off towards St Ives.” 

And police received a report of three off¬ 
road vehicles with men and dogs, possibly 
hare coursers, seen on land near Papworth St 
Agnes just after 7pm on Saturday. 

The spokesman said: “As the report was 
coming in, the cars were dispersing in dif¬ 
ferent directions. Damage had been done to 
farm gates, with one metal barrier pole hav-

ing been wrecked. 

“Although the vehicles had left the area, 
registration numbers had been noted down 
by witnesses and police took the details for 
intelligence purposes.” 

Between 10pm on Monday and 5am the 
following day, “severe damage” has been 
caused to crops and farm land due to vehi¬ 
cles being driven across fields for the pur¬ 
pose of hare coursing on land near Six Mile 
Bottom Road, Weston Colville. 

And hare-coursers damaged crops in a 
field near Broughton by driving a vehicle into 
the wheat between July 30 and August 1. 

Police received two reports of hare-cours¬ 
ers in a blue four-by-four vehicle seen on 
land off Crooked Drove and in Colne Fen, 
Somersham, last Thursday evening (August 
3). 

The force’s Rural Crime Action Team 
(RCAT) and other officers searched the Colne 
Fen area but no sign of the vehicle was found. 

A month ago, one farmer received 14 
stitches in an attack with a metal bar after he 
discovered trespassers on his land. 

Will Wombwell, 29, of JD Wombwell & Son 
in Ickleton, was hit in the face after he came 
across a group of men in one of his fields on 
Wednesday, July 12. 

He said farmers are under siege by hare 
coursers who go onto their land on a daily 
basis, smashing fences, destroying crops, 
ramming vehicles and killing wildlife, as the 
News reported. 

On Monday, July 31, police received a re¬ 
port of five men with dogs in a four-by-four 
vehicle on land off Church Street, Somersh¬ 
am, seen chasing hares. 

Chief Inspector James Sutherland, from 
RCAT, said: “Hare coursing remains one of 
the biggest crimes to affect our rural com¬ 
munities. Driving hare coursing out of the 
county is a priority for RCAT and we will do 
all we can to catch those responsible and 
bring them to justice.” 

“Anyone who sees hare coursing taking 
place is asked to contact police immediately 
on 999, and provide officers with a descrip¬ 
tion of the people involved, any registration 
numbers and vehicle descriptions and the 
location and direction of travel. 

“If you have information about hare cours¬ 
ing but it’s not currently happening or have 
been a victim of the crime, please call 101 or 
report online at www.contactcambspolice. 
uk/report.” 

Hunting hares with dogs was banned 
more than a decade ago, and farmers and 
landowners in Cambridgeshire have been 
warned by police to be on the alert for people 
trespassing on their land. 

Cambridgeshire and Norfolk have been 
prime areas for the illegal sport, in which 
thousands of pounds changes hands in bets. 

Anyone found guilty of the offence faces a 
fine of up to £5,000.

Calls for a ban on 
‘aggressive’ chuggers 


SHOPPERS in Newmarket are 
calling for street fundraisers and 
stands to be banned from the 
town after complaints of ‘pas¬ 
sive aggressive’ techniques to get 
people to donate money. 

Street fundraisers are not a 
new phenomenon, but people 
say they have noticed them more 
in Market Street and along the 
High Street within the last few 
years. 

The complaints started after 
a Newmarket resident voiced 
concerns over charity stands on 
Facebook. 

They wrote: “Anyone else fed 
up with these passive aggressive 
charity stands on the High Street? 
They won’t take no for an answer 
and I find their techniques not 
only unsettling but I do wonder 
about the legality of it.” 

Sarah Woodborne, from New¬ 
market, replied, saying: “Ab¬ 
solutely sick of them - not just 
charities but sales stands as well.

They seem to be taking up more 
and more space and I, for one, 
am fed up with zig-zagging along 
the High Street avoiding them. 

“Above all else, their presence 
most certainly does not enhance 
the shopping experience.” 

Becky Collen, from Newmar¬ 
ket, said: “I think they should 
be banned from Newmarket full 
stop. It’s no different to cold call¬ 
ing and is outdated and and a 
nuisance. It drives me nuts being 
stopped umpteen times when 
I’m trying to go about my busi¬ 
ness. 

“If it’s a charity they hardly 
ever have a collection box, they 
only want direct debits set up.” 

On whether they should be 
banned, Newmarket resident, 
Gemma Cook, said: “If they do it 
nicely and quietly, minding their 


own business and wait for you 
to come then that’s fine, but if 
they approach you and pull you 
to one side to talk to them they 
should be banned. 

“Yes, they work 
in sales. Yes, they 
have personal 
targets, but it’s 
not acceptable 
to bully people.

Chuggers is a 
term that stands for 
‘charity muggers’, which re¬ 
flects the attitude about what a 
growing number think fundrais¬ 
ers are doing. 

The fundraisers approach 
people on the street and pitch in 
order to get a direct debit dona¬ 
tion for a particular cause. 

Similarly, fundraisers set up 


stalls in certain parts of the town 
to sell products such as broad¬ 
band packages and mobile net¬ 
work tariffs. 

Forest Heath District Council, 
who are involved in per¬ 
mits for cash collection, 
says that it does not 
have the legislative 
authority to cover 
fundraisers who ask 
for direct debit. 

This is because the 
Charities Act has not 
been updated to cover 
this form of collection. 
This means that as it 
stands, street fundraisers 
are permitted to ask for direct 
debits in Newmarket. 

A spokeswoman from the dis¬ 
trict council said: “Our advice 
would always to be very careful 
who you share personal infor¬ 
mation with, and if you have a 
problem with behaviour, to con¬ 
tact the charity direct.”

£lm cuts ‘would hit 
children’s centres’ 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE County Coun¬ 
cil is consulting parents on propos¬ 
als which could see some children’s 
centres close and more emphasis 
given to “outreach” services being 
set up “where and when” they are 
needed. 

Councillors say this will help de¬ 
liver services to those most at need, 
particularly in rural areas where 
families may be geographically iso¬ 
lated. 

The News spoke to parents about 
their experiences with centre ser¬ 
vices in Cambridge and how they felt 
about the consultation. 

Tom Kewell and his 11-month-old 
daughter, Imogen, live in Arbury and 
use the children’s centre in St Luke’s 
Church, Victoria Road, regularly. 

He said: “For us, it’s an incredibly 
convenient location. It has been a re¬ 
ally nice place to go. Having a service 
where there is always a nice activity 
to do is incredibly reassuring when 
you’re a full-time parent. 

“I’ve lived in Cambridge long 
enough to know I don’t want to drive 
in the car in the city centre if I can 
possibly avoid it. I wouldn’t want 
people to be stuck in the situation 
where they had to drive across town

to access services in what can be 
quite stressful circumstances. 

He added: “I think services, the 
way they are, are pretty good to be 
honest. I would not cut funding. 
With the consultation, I’m in two 
minds. There’s plenty to agree with 
in there, like the most vulnerable 
people need to be helped by the chil¬ 
dren’s centres and there needs to be 
a focus on getting to them. 

“But I think the reality is you can’t 
cut £1 million of funding without 
damaging the quality of the service 
you’re providing. That’s just not pos¬ 
sible - it’s not so efficient right now, 
it is not £1 million inefficient. But, 
saying that, people I’ve spoken to 
at the children’s centre seem pretty 
positive and resolute about making 
the best of what happens.” 

Under the plans, child and family 
centres and zones will be located in 
the most deprived and highly-pop¬ 
ulated areas, so families who need 
them most can access them. 

The plan recognises that families 
in need also live in less deprived ar¬ 


eas. These would be served at count¬ 
ywide venues where outreach activi¬ 
ties would be delivered. 

Florence Lupton and her one-year- 
old son, Hugh, also use the centre. 
She said: “I think it looks like they’re 
making the best of a bad thing. There 
is massive underfunding of children’s 
services and education - having to 
deal with that as a children’s centre 
service must be really difficult. 

“It looks like they’re trying really 
hard to keep the children’s centres 
in the places they need them most. 
As a new parent, I kind of think eve¬ 
rybody needs them most - but I can 
see how there are certain areas of the 
city that are more in need. 

“It is an awful shame that things 
have got to close, and I know they’re 
selling it as a repurposing and chang¬ 
ing things to make the best of it, and 
it looks like they’ve tried to do it, but 
it’s such a shame.” 

Cambridge was a kind of “hub” for 
nearby villages, often easier to access 
by public transport than other villag¬ 
es, so it was important to keep them 
open, she said. 

“That’s where the buses go,” said 
Florence. “They don’t go across to 
other villages.” 




So far almost 1,200 people have 
responded to the plans. 

Theresa Leavy, county children 
and family services director, said: 
“The challenging times we all live in 
mean we have to make sure we de¬ 
liver the best value to the people that 
need them the most. 

“The consultation programme, 
which will be running for eight 
weeks, will be looking at where and 
how we should be running our ser¬ 
vices in the future. We have had 
some fantastic responses so far and 
we are looking for more and more 
families to respond.” 

In October, recommendations will 
be drawn up and councillors will 
discuss the findings.

OFFICERS investigating the disap¬ 
pearance of Corrie McKeague have 
revealed there was no trace of the 
missing serviceman in incinerated 
waste. 

A Suffolk Constabulary spokes¬ 
man said: “Suffolk police have en¬ 
gaged experts to examine inciner¬ 
ated waste gathered from the Great 
Blakenham energy-from-waste 
facility, and it has been confirmed 
that this matter does not contain 
human bone material.” 

Bone fragments and other ma¬ 
terial from the energy facility had 
been sent away for forensic exami¬ 
nation by police. 

The investigation of incinerated 
waste began after an extensive 20- 
week search of the Milton landfill 
site in Cambridgeshire, which end¬ 
ed on Friday, July 21. No trace of the 
airman had been found on the site. 

The spokesman said: “Police can 
also confirm that the East Midlands 
Special Operations Unit will be 
conducting a detailed review of the 
investigation to date. 

“The aim of the review is to assist 
in identifying whether there are any 
other lines of inquiry that should be 


pursued that could lead to informa¬ 
tion that would locate Corrie McK¬ 
eague. 

“Investigative reviews are a key 
part of any lengthy major investi¬ 
gation, and we are confident this 
will be a detailed and impartial re¬ 
view. If this review establishes fur¬ 
ther lines of enquiry, we will pursue 
them.” 

The spokesman added: ”No 
timescale has been set 
for the completion of 
the review, but the first 
phase is due to be com¬ 
pleted by the end of 
September. “ 

Corrie, 23, went 
missing on a night out 
with friends in Bury St 
Edmunds on Septem¬ 
ber 23, 2016. 

Police investigating 
his disappearance be¬ 
lieve he fell asleep in 
a bin behind a Greggs 
bakery in the town, 
which was then taken to the tip. 

Both Corrie’s mum Nicola Ur- 
quhart and dad Martin McKeague 
have said they strongly believe that 


their son is still in Mil- 
ton landfill, despite 
the search ending. 

A Suffolk Constabu¬ 
lary spokesman added: “As men¬ 
tioned previously, while we no 
longer have an operational pres¬ 
ence at the site at Milton, the police 


have agreed with the company that 
runs the site to leave cell 22 [the 
search area] in its current state. Cell 
22 will not be used for the deposi¬ 
tion of waste until the review is 
concluded. 

“Corrie’s mother and father have 
both been updated in relation to all 


of the above.” 

The search has cost more than 
£1.5 million to date. Corrie’s mum 
has also announced that a local 
businessman had once again put 
up a £50,000 reward for anyone 
able to provide information that 
leads to her son being found.

New major survey to share 
mental health experiences

A MAJOR survey of the mental 
health experiences of people liv¬ 
ing in Cambridgeshire has been 
launched. 

The News, with the support of 
mental health charity Mind, is car¬ 
rying out the survey, which aims to 
explore residents’ views on local 
mental health support. 

The survey is submitted anony¬ 
mously and is being rolled out 
ahead of World Mental Health Day 
on Tuesday, October 10. 

Information gathered will help to 
highlight what people in our com¬ 
munity are experiencing. 

You can find the survey at survey- 
monkey. co. uk/r/WKXN3W9. 

Mental health problems are a 
growing public health concern and 
said to be one of the main causes of 
the overall disease burden world¬ 
wide. 

Depression, anxiety, drug use 
and other issues have lead to the 
loss of 40 million hours to disability 
among 20 to 29-year-olds. 

It is also estimated that one in six 
people in the past week will have 



experienced a common mental 
health problem. 

Trinity Mirror, which owns the 
News, will be surveying people 
across the country ahead of a men¬ 


tal health awareness campaign in 
October. 

The results will provide a reflec¬ 
tion of our readers’ experiences in 
each community in the UK, includ¬ 


ing their similarities and differenc¬ 
es. 

Mind argues that despite the 
overall number of mental health 
problems not changing signifi¬ 


cantly in recent years, money, em¬ 
ployment and benefit concerns are 
making it harder for people to cope. 

Care services are also being 
stretched. According to research by 
Community Care in 2015, spending 
by health trusts on mental health 
was falling. 

High profile campaigns, such as 
Heads Together, led by the Duke 
and Duchess of Cambridge along¬ 
side Prince Harry, have encouraged 
people to break the stigma around 
discussing mental health issues. 

Some progress is being made. A 
2014 report by the Time to Change 
campaign found that the number 
of people acknowledging someone 
close to them had a mental health 
problem had increased from 58 per 
cent in 2009 to 65 per cent in 2014. 

The Time to Change campaign, 
led by Mind and Rethink Mental Ill¬ 
ness, says: “For people with mental 
health problems, not being able to 
talk about it can be one of the worst 
parts of the illness. 

“By getting people talking about 
mental health we can break down 
stereotypes, improve relationships, 
aid recovery and take the stigma 
out of something that affects us all.”

T OSSED between clawing 
waves with only a wooden 
oar and magician's top hat, 
Moominpappa embarks on 
a whimsical journey to find 
a distant lighthouse. 

It's 34 years since I read the story 
of a snouty patriarch who frolics 
with seahorses and befriends The 
Grolce, a desperately lonely figure 
scarred with a permanent scowl. 

But I do recall a handwritten 
inscription in my copy of Moomin¬ 
pappa At Sea, promising the 
Moomins would take me on a 
special adventure one day. 

Now I'm standing in front of a 
first edition illustrated book sleeve, 
part of a 2,000-strong collection of 
drawings, triptychs and related 
paraphernalia on rotated display at 
the world's only Moomin Museum, 
which recently opened in Tampere, 
a two-hour train ride north from 
Helsinki. 

Since Finnish artist, sculptor and 
illustrator Tove Jansson published 
her first book in 1945, the magical 
Moominvalley has become a 
worldwide cult phenomenon; 
children are drawn to the playful, 
fanciful characters, while the droll 
humour resonates with an older 
audience. 

Jansson's Moomin work was 
donated to the 
Tampere Art Museum 
in 1986, after Helsinki 
City Museum declined 
the collection on the 
basis it wasn't "proper 
art" A temporary 
exhibition of 100 pieces 
in the Tampere gallery's 
basement lasted for 
three decades, until 
structural damage 
resulted in an evacua¬ 
tion three years ago. 

Moomin Museum 
Director Taina Myllyharju I 
was given an "almost 
unlimited” budget to 
employ the best archi¬ 
tects, artists and designers in her 
quest for creating a new space in 
the park-fringed Tampere Hall. 

A reading library stocks the 12 
Moomin books in multiple 
languages, and a shop sells themed 
postcards and stamps (conveni¬ 
ently, there's a postbox on site) and 
exclusive merchandise given the 
seal of approval by Tove's niece, 
Sophia Jansson. 

"We even have the world's only 
Moomin conservator," Taina 
proudly proclaims. 

Restoring the works, particularly 
the detailed triptychs Jansson 
worked on with her life partner, 
graphic artist Tuulikki Pietila, was a 
painstaking business. Often, the 
women would use anything they 
could find lying around in the

summer cottage they shared on the 
remote island Klovharu. These 
colourful 3D scenes were ephem¬ 
eral snatches of imagination; they 
weren't designed to last. 

Crossing a wasteland on spindly, 
insect-leg stilts, Moomintroll and 
Sniff stare up at a cobweb-shrouded 
model schooner. The Jansson family 
heirloom forms the centrepiece of a 
tableau from the apocalyptic Comet 
in Moominland, which critics have 
linked to post-war gloom and the 
looming spectre of nuclear attacks. 

As for the delicate charcoal, pen 
and watercolour drawings, they will 
never go on loan again, she insists, 
and lights are kept permanently 
dimmed in the two-storey exhibi¬ 
tion space to preserve them. 

Under the cover of darkness, I 
comfortably sink into the Moomin's 
make-believe world, with the help 


of several interactive displays; 
inside a cavernous top hat, a 
projector bestows my shadow with 
loppy Sniff ears, and by waving my 
hands, I can throw bolts of lightning 
above a mural of ghostly, wide-eyed 
Hattifatteners. 

From fireball comets hurtling 
towards Earth, to belligerent waves 
threatening to swallow the sky, 
Jansson was fascinated by the forces 
of nature. On her birthday, August 
9, which also marked the museum's 
official opening, she would swim in 
the sea with a crown of plaited 
flowers around her head. 

So it's fitting Tampere is a city 
connected to wilderness. 

Two giant lakes sitting at different 
elevations create a source of 
hydroelectric power which has 
shaped the industrial 'Manchester 
of Finland! But the environment is 
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still respected. 

Heidi Savolainen from Adventure 
Apes introduces me to the region's 
sauna culture, on a trip to Rauh- 
aniemi, set on the birch tree-lined 
shores of Lake Nasijarvi. 

"There is always room for one," 
she declares as we squeeze our 
pefletti (wooden sauna seats) into a 


narrow room heaving with sweaty 
flesh and plumes of steam. 

Fat men with bloated, braised 
bellies line the benches like a 
coconut shy, and gasping women 
shake rivulets of sweat from their 
cleavages. It's a level of body 
confidence that would send shivers 
through most Brits. 


After 20 minutes spent boiling my 
blood, I step outside and climb 
down a set of metal stairs into the 
crisp, satin-soft lake, where the 
stinging shock of cold water 
becomes perversely addictive. 
Afterwards, I follow a path into the 
forest, picking plump blueberries 
and fan-leafed wood sorrel so sharp 


it leaves me grimacing like The 
Groke. 

The herb appears on my dinner 
plate that evening, as part of 
six-course taster menu at restaurant 
C. Ilka Isotalo and his team take 
pride in using ingredients sourced 
from a maximum 50km radius. 
Snowy elderflower sprays dance 


around a party of peas and roasted 
rooster, and slithers of rose petal 
perfume a sweet brown butter cream. 

Although Jansson spent much of 
her time on Klovharu and visited 
Tampere, she lived, worked and died 
in Helsinki. Throughout her life, she 
was desperate to be taken seriously 
as an artist and several of her murals 
are on display at the Helsinki Art 
Museum (HAM). 

In Electricity, a piece commis¬ 
sioned for the Pitajanmaki factory of 
the Stromberg company, luminous 
lightning veins strike just like they do 
above Moominvalley, and in the 
fresco Party In The City, a small 
Moomintroll hides in the corner. 

In fact, the fairy-tale creatures can 
be found all over the capital; since 
December 2016, five themed Mumin 
Kaffes have opened, with play areas, 
plush toys and peaceful surroundings. 

Next month, fashion label Chinti & 
Parker will launch a range of limited 
edition Moomin cashmere jumpers, 
and in October London's Dulwich 
Picture Gallery will host a major UK 
retrospective of Tove Jansson's work. 

Clearly, Moominpappa's humble 
ship is setting sail for world domina¬ 
tion, and we're all invited to jump on 
board. Several decades on from my 
first encounter with the adorable 
flumpy characters, it's an adventure 
I'm happy to embrace.

R emembering lines might 
not be as easy as it once 
was, but actress Phyllida 
Law still has the sharp wit 
and humour that's helped 
see her through many of life's ups 
and downs over the years. 

Take the title of her new book, for 
instance: Dead Now Of Course. 

She chose it, she says, because at 
her "great age" of 85, she often 
reminisces with friends about 
theatre experiences, remembering 
people who are "dead now of 
course" 

"The phrase is slung into 
conversations so often now," 
Phyllida reflects. 

The book charts the veteran star's 
early days in the theatre - and 
there's a lot to get through. She has, 
at various points, worked with the 
great and good of acting past and 
present, including Sir Alec 
Guinness, Sir Ralph Richardson, 
Michael Gambon and more. 

It's filled with charming and 
amusing anecdotes, from battling 
flammable costumes and rogue 
cockroaches, to making her own 
false eyelashes and having startling 
encounters with rats - all in the 
name of treading the boards. 

The book also recounts her 
courtship with her future husband, 
the actor and writer Eric 
Thompson, creator and narrator of 
The Magic Roundabout, who she 
met while at Bristol Old Vic. 


Phyllida recalls that his corduroy 
jacket was the clincher for her. 

"We were in the same company 
together. Tom (as Eric was 
affectionately known) came out 
of the London Old Vic school 
with his mates and I came out 
of the Bristol Old Vic school 
with my mates, and there was 
a cross-fertilisation in many 
ways in the theatre," she recalls 
fondly. 

"He was rather like a wild 
animal who has eyes at the side of 
its head - you don't know what it's 
thinking! 

"He didn't smile much because 
his front teeth had been chipped in 
a cricket match and he never made 
a 'ha-ha' laugh; he wheezed. It was 
my ambition to make him wheeze." 

When, on Boxing Day evening 
after a wild party, he asked her to 
marry him, she thought he was 
drunk. The misunderstanding, she 
explains, led them to not talking to 
each other for a couple of weeks. 

She eventually asked the stage 
manager to ask 'Mr Thompson^ as 
she called him, to ask the question 
again. But he never got down on 
one knee, she recounts. 

They were married for 25 years 
and, of course, had two daughters 
- the actresses Emma and Sophie 
Thompson. But Eric was ill for a lot 
of their married life, and suffered 
his first heart attack aged 35. 

"The whole family would be on 
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tenterhooks about him getting ill, 
but he was good about it... He 
wasn't sentimental or scared, 
although he may have been inside, 
and took everything in his stride. 

He wouldn't dream of being 
serious when he was ill." 

He died in 1982, from a heart 
attack, aged just 53. 

Phyllida never remarried. "Well, 
I've never been asked," 
she quips wryly. "There 
was nobody in my 
eyeline who I thought, 

'He'd be good'. I also 
think you're very 
vulnerable when you're 
widowed." 

She confesses to being 
a worrier, and reflects 
that the loneliness has 
become more intense 
over the years. 

"It's a very strange 
thing, loneliness. I can't 
remember sitting in corners, well, I 
had work, and you can't let the 
strands that you are holding in your 
hands disappear. You just have to 
keep going," she says. 

"But it gets worse. Every year's 
worse because there are less people 
all around you. They start dropping 
off the twig. But my grandchildren 
keep me going. We do cooking, 
baking, walks..." 

She still lives in West Hampstead, 
close to her daughters and their 
families, and keeps the family 
home in the west of Scotland. 

Phyllida, who was born in 
Glasgow (her father, William, was a 
journalist), has a string of TV 
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credits to her name too, including 
series like Dixon Of Dock Green in 
the Sixties, plus she was a 
storyteller on lackanory. 

She's written other books too, of 
course, including 2013's How Many 
Camels Are There in Holland?, 
which addressed her mother Meg's 
descent into dementia. 

Her own growing age isn't 
something she's exactly planned 
for, she says, but quips: "Of course, 
there's always Denville Hall, that 
magnificent retirement 
home for actors. 
Perhaps I'll end up 
there. But I'm more 
likely to end up in a 
cottage in Scotland." 

As for work, she 
doesn't have any plans 
to return to the theatre 
or screen - but still gets 
offers, and recently did 
a BBC radio play, Lost 
In France with Sophie. 

She's worked with 
both her daughters in 
the past, with Emma in Peter's 
Friends and Nanny McPhee, and 
Sophie in the 1996 film Emma, and 
would love to act with them again 
- but jokes the feeling might not be 
mutual! 

"It's a bit dodgy acting with your 
mother. I'd probably forget things 
completely, and you've got enough 
to worry about on stage without 
thinking your mother's going to say 
the wrong thing or throw up!" 

For now, she'll be content with 
radio plays and writing, and 
enjoying life with her loved ones.

There are huge cracks in the 
long-enduring relationship, as 
Stella is reaching the end of her 
patience with Gerry's poorly 
hidden alcoholism and irreverence 
towards her religion. 

Occasionally we see flashbacks 
of their lives in Northern Ireland, 
before they moved to Scotland and 
progressed into old age. 

It's a very intimate portrait of a 
relationship between two older 
people, however, every time it feels 
like we're going to get underneath 
the skin of the characters, the 
moment passes and MacLaverty 
focuses on some of the more 
mundane aspects of their holiday. 

The best, and most moving, parts 
are flashbacks to their experiences 
during the Troubles, but these are 
too brief to feel fully addressed.

WITH songs including I Like The 
Way You Move and Walk This Way 
being played over the speakers, it 
was obvious whoever was in charge 
of the music at Sunday’s World Ath¬ 
letics Championships men’s 20km 
race walk had a sense of humour. 

But when Callum Wilkinson 
came down the home straight ap¬ 
plauding the crowd and doing high 
fives, he was almost in a position 
where he did not know whether to 
laugh or cry 

He was happy to have taken an¬ 
other huge step in his fledgling 
career in front of a partisan home 
crowd in London, but a touch dis¬ 
appointed with his time of lhr 
23min 54sec as he crossed the line 
in 41st place. 

He was also pleased to have com¬ 
pleted the race after being on two 
red cards at the 8km mark, while 
being upset for his Great Britain 
team-mate and big medal hope 
Tom Bosworth, who was incon¬ 
solable after being disqualified for 
three red-card offences as he led 
the field around the halfway point. 

“I just wanted to get stuck in and 
be in the middle of the pack so that 
I’d kind of get carried along, but 
these guys are truly world class 
and I was on for an amazing time 
at halfway,” said Wilkinson, from 
Moulton 

“They made the second half real¬ 
ly, really hard and I was pleased to 
get round as I had two cards from 
very early on. 

“I had to fight and I have to say a 
big thank-you to the British crowd. 
They 100 per cent pulled me 


through that and made it a bit eas¬ 
ier as it was really tough out there. 

“It’s tough to take because I know 
I could have done better than that, 
but I’ve got to be pleased with that 
at a first world champs. 

“The big thing is the experience 
and there is plenty to look forward 
to next year and beyond, but time- 
wise I was a bit gutted.” 

Wilkinson went into the race in 
good shape and with a season’s 
best - also his personal best - of 
1:22.17 having only competed over 
the distance on three previous oc¬ 
casions. 

Temperatures got into the low 
20s as the athletes completed 10 
2km circuits up and down The 
Mall, stretching between Bucking¬ 
ham Palace and Admiralty Arch. 

Aged 20, the 2016 world jun¬ 
ior champion over 10km was the 
fourth youngest on the start line, 
and he said he felt extra respon¬ 
sibility after being made aware of 
Bosworth’s disqualification. 

“It put a bit of pressure on me 
to get round and was on two cards 
myself. You don’t want to have a 
brilliant two people in the 20k and 
neither finish,” said Wilkinson. 

“I’m gutted for Tom because he’s 
done so much for me on a personal 
level - I get to meet with him and 
speak to him every day - and also 
for the sport. 

“I knew I had to do it for the 
crowd and it was a token of my ap¬ 
preciation by chucking a few high 
fives near the finish. 

“It’s amazing to have that kind of 
support.”
